The British Budget 
i 


London, April 14.—Chancellor of th* 


Exchequer Hicks-Beach presented th« 
budget in the house of commons yester- 
day. 
He said the trying periods of last 


year's Spanish-American war and the 
differences on the Niger and the Nile 
had no prejudicial effect en the country's 
revenue, the result for the year being 
a small surplus. He estimated the ex- 
penditure for the coming year at £112,- 
927,000, an Increase of £6,098 000 over laat 
year, the total increase of expenditures 
during the last four years being no leg* 
than £19,078,000. If this increase was to 
continue, the speaker pointed out, par- 
liament must agree to a large Increase 
in taxation or discover new and produc- 
tive sources of revenue, or the result 
would be a reaction against great ex- 
penditure, and he feared that such a re- 
action might Impair the efficiency of the 
defensive services to the point in which 
they unhappily stood during the last 
generation.

NEMEROTTS ROBBERIES* 


Laid at (lie Door of Wlllard Spanldlug 


of Feabodr, Mass. 


Boston, April 14.—A dispatch front 


y says that not fof years has 


there been so much excitement in that 
district as followed the arrest of Willard 
Spaulding. 
A minister's son, and ap- 


parently one of the most respectable 
men in the district, his arrest on the 
charge of breaking and entering Mr. 
Howard's summer residence at North 
Reading and stealing furniture there- 
from came as a shock to fine community. 


They couid scarcely credit the charge, 


but when the stolen goods were found in 
his house, and later J16 confessed to the 
robbery, the people of the neighborhood 
were astounded. 


But this is the least important part. 


The police soon gave out that they 
thought they were on the track leading 
to the solution of the numerous crimes, 
all baffling detection, which have as- 
tonished the people of that section dur- 
ing the last year or 18 months. Many 
houses have been mysteriously robbed, 
and in several cases they were set on 
fire to hide the crimes. 


But most singular of all, there was a 


fearful murder which shocked the whole 
community. 
A year ago Easter Sun- 


day Miss Annie Geary, a young girl, IS 
years old, was found murdered' near 
her home, and despite all the efforts of 
the police and detectives, the murderer 
has never been found. 


Now it is believed by the polire that 


the mysterious robberies and burnings, 
and the mysterious murder, are all part 
of one record of crime, and traceable to 
the same criminal or criminals. Fur- 
t>-Trnore, though the police have not 
charged Spauldmgr with the crime, they 
were started on the investigation by a 
singular remark which Spaulding made 
•^hile being taken to the lockup after 
being arrested. 
He turned to one of 


the officers and blurted out: 
"It is a. 


pity you could riot find the man who 
killed Annie Geary; I wouldn't do any- 
thing like that." 


It is the opinion of those who are 


cognizant of the far 's in the case thai 
Annie Geary was in 'dered by the party 
or parties who were committing the 
robberies of a year ago. It now seems 
almost certain that in some way she 
came to learn who was the robber 
and firebug, and that she was killed to 
prevent her from disclosing his identity. 


Annie Geary's father was suspected 


of being a party to numerous breaks in 
the country houses surrounding West 
Peabody. 
One day the police sharply 


interrogated the girl about her father 
and the suspicion resting against him. 
She stoutly denied that her father was a 
robber or that suspicion could honestly 
be directed against him. She told the 
police "to look for people more respected 
in the community and they could find 
the guilty persons." 


She would not t«H whom slue meant, 


but the police believed that by proceed- 
ing slowly she would divulge what aha 
knew. 


One of the houses robbed was clost by 


the Geary farm. Investigation showed 
that in taking the plunder away, the rob- 
bers had crossed the Geary lot It is 
supposed that Annie saw the man and 
recognized him. The principal hope the 
police held to was that the girl, to clear 
htr father, would say whom she meant. 


All this got about among the people 


there. The choice morsel of news that 
Annie furnished was carried from one 
farm to another, and was widely dis- 
cussed. An arrest of some well-to-do 
resident was expected daily. 


While tha^people were talking of prob- 


abilities, the murder of the young girl 
took place. Her body was found by the 
roadside with the head crushed In. No 
motive wat ever found for the murder. 
The principal theory—that of assault- 
was not substantiated by the slightest 
fact. 


A half-witted young man, who livefi 


on tha Geary farm, was suspected, but 
not arrested. He never attempted to el 
cape, and is still living with the Gearys 


Spaulding waa not marripc! a&d lived 


alone, cooking his own meals and ac*o- 
elating with no one. He kept » horae 
and several teams, which h* admit* to 
the po'ice were very handy in taking 
away the plunder. It was by the Uani 
he owned that his airreit WM accom- 
plished. 


Spaulding«]s 49 years old. HI* father 


was a membe* of the legislature. Both 
of his parents were much esteemed In 
the county circles. He wa» brought up 
In private schools.

THE BEEF JVAS GOOD, 


Inquiry Will End in a Few Days. 
The 


General Miles Witnesses Will Not 


Be Examined. 
The General 


May Testify. 


Washington, April 14—The court of 


beef inquiry has decided to examine no 
more witnesses after the close of this 
week unless in exceptional cases. The, 
men expected were unavoidably de- 
tained. 
General Miles will 
not 
be 


heard, if at all, until next week, but 
will not be called except upon his own 
request. There are several witnesses 
still to be examined, but court will 
expedite the close. In accordance with 
this decision the court will not hear all 
the additional witnesses whose names 
have been suggested by General Miles. 
Some of them will, however, be called 
and those will include Inspector Gen- 
eral Breckinridge. No additional re- 
port of officers will be received except 
in cases where made by officers who 
have already testified, or whose re- 
ports have been read and, excepting 
also, reports of officers not on duty at 
Santiago or Porto Kico. Dr. C. P. 
Adams, surgeon of the New Jersey 
regiment was the first witness today. 
He and the other •"/itnc^ses following 
were called to testify concerning the 
condition of affairs of that regiment 
as complained about by Dr. Currie. 


Dr. Adams said he did not in any 


case attribute the sickness of troops at 
Jacksonville to the government ra- 
tions. 
He had heard nothing from 


Dr. Currie, or his chemical tests with 
fresh beef. He had been told of the 
doctor's observations concerning the 
effects of the butcher's knife blade in 
discoloring mealj, but investigations 
failed to corroborate the statement. 
Dr. Chas. R. Blundell assistant sur- 
geon of the Second New Jersey agreed 
with Mr, Adams that no sickness had 
been caused by government food, nor 
had he ever heard of any chemical 
tests by Dr. Currie. He had heard 
nothing of this matter until his re- 
turn home. "Furthermore," he said, 
he had charge of the sick of the regi- 
ment while the rifle range was in 
course of construction and there was 
no such sickness in the detachment as 
has been testified to." He did not 
think the men could have been so 
sick 
as 
represented 
without his 


knowledge. Dr. Blundell said he found 
the meat bad in some instances, but as 
a rule it was wholesome.

REFUGEE, 


FLEEING TO LONDON, 


Will Make His Home There Until the 


Reforms He Advocated are Made 


in China, to Prevent Dismem- 


berment of Empire. 


Vancouver, B. C., April 14—Kang 


Tou We!, the fugitive from China, has 
arrived here from Victoria, accom- 
panied by a retinue of Chinese and 
Japanese servants. From here Kang 
will proceed to London, at which place 
he expects to make his home until the 
last part of the reforms advocated by 
himself have been brought to pass in 
China, He said: "It is only a matter 
of time before China will have to put 
into operation, the reforms which I say 
sheneeds, or else the internal dis- 
sensions or of foreign aggression will 
result in the dismemberment of the 
empire." The reforms which Kang is 
anxious to establifeh for his native 
country are: Representative party gov- 
ernment, a system of national fcanks, 
state ownership of mines and rail- 
roads, free education, both elementary 
and advanced and including the estab- 
lishment of technical schools and gov- 
ernment seminaries for military and 
naval training and monetary r'eform.

Bonk« of the Puzzle* That the Inter* 


eating; Invention Preaonls. 


"There are lots of mysterious things 


abont the phonograph that puzzle even 
those who are most familiar with their 
mechanism," "remarked a gentleman 
who has had long experience in the 
talking machine business. "As a mat- 
ter of fact, no scientist has ever been 
able to explain exactly why the thing 
talka. They say a 'duplicate vibration' 
is set up, but •vfhen yon pin them down 
they all are obliged to admit that they 
dcn't know wfty the operation of the 
transmitter should produce apy such 
result Then, again, the difficulty in re- 
cording certain tones has always been 9 
puzzle. 


"The most improved form of the ma- 


chine has, as yon know, an extremely 
large cylinder, nearly four times the 
size of the ordinary one, and for some 
unknown reason it very materially in- 
creases the volume of sound. It would 
teem, then, to be a logical inference 
that the bigger the cylinder the louder 
the tone, and, proceeding on that theory, 
a very bright yonng electrician of this 
city started the other day to build an 
instrument that was really gigantic. 


"He put it together without mnch 


trouble and made an experimental cyl- 
inder nearly a foot in diameter. I waa 
present when it-was tested. Every part 
of tbd machine worked perfectly, and a 
beautifully engraved record was «ecnr- 
ed, but when the transmitter was at- 
tached'we were astonished to find that 
the sound was barely audible. As near- 
ly *B we could figure it out the tone 
was magnified up to a certain point by 
making thp cylinder larger, but beyond 
that the process was reversed, and it 
was progn-..s:vely diminished- Queer, 
wasn't it?"—New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrmt.

Bryan spoke on the policy of the De- 
mocracy at the banquet of the Jefferson 
club here last night 
Ho said: 


"We are now near enough to the next 


campaign to be able to form some idea 
of the .lines along which the contest 
•will be fought, and I am taking no risk 
when I say that those who in 1896 gave 
their allegiance to the Chicago platform 
are as united today in the determination 
that no step taken in 1&96 shall be re- 
traced. 
That platform applied to the 


condition then existing, the principles 
which had been Democratic from the 
beginning or the government. Sugges- 
tions,that we abandon the money ques- • 
tion some ti*ies come from those who 
deserted the party !n 1896, but those 
suggestions are not supported by evi- 
dence tending to show that the position 
in 1885 was wrong, but was predicated 
upon the theory that the issue upon 
which the party once lost can never be 
revived,1 and what seems most strange 
this argument is made by those who 
have followed a different course in the' 
past. 


"In 1888 Mr. Cleveland was defeated 


on the tariff issue, and yet the tariff was 
made the mam issue in 1892, and Mr. 
Cleveland was elected. In 1892 Mr. Har- 
rison was defeated largely on account 
of the McKinley bill, and four years 
later the author of the bill was nom- 
inated upon a platform reaffirming the 
belief in protection, and was success- 
ful, 
Thus it is s.een that in two in- 


stances recently a losing issue }n one 
campaign became a winning issue in the 
campaign following. 


•normoua military establishments!" A 
treat army may be a rood thing for the 
railroad companiea which will oarry 
them from place to place, and for the 
large contractor! who will furniih food 
and raiment for th* aoldlers. but it li a 
distressing burdeu upon the plain peo- 
pie of the country, and especially upon 
the laboring men and tbe farmers, upon 
whom «h unfair share of the load has 
fallen. 


"When I wag a boy I remember visit- 


ing a wheat field which had been at- 
tacked by army-worms. It occurs to me 
that this tendency toward a large army 
establishment—thli new army worm- 
will prove more destructive to the crops 
of the farmer than the army worm with 
which the farmers are now familiar. 


"Upon the subject of imperialism 1 


The idea of 
foicible conquest and of colonization 
after the plan adopted by European 
countries cannot receive the support of 
the people or this country when the 
principles lr, olved are clearly under- 
stood. And .\ the leaders of the Re- 
publican paity are attempting to re- 
pudiate the doctnne of equal rights and 
of self-government given to us by the 
forefatheis. Not only are they imitat- 
ing the monarphjea of the old world in 
their policies, but they are copying- the 
language of monarchs in carrying out 
their policy. 


"In the.proclamation recently issued 


to the Filipinos we flnd these words: 'The 
commission desires to assure th« people 
of the Philippine islands of the cordial 
good will and fraternal feeling which is 


I entertained for them by the President 


of the United States and by the Ameri- 
can people. The aim and object of the 
American government, apart from th« 
.fulfilment of the solemn obligation it has 
assumed toward th<r family of nations 


• by itg acceptance of sovereignty over the 
Philippine Islands, is the well being, pro»- 
perity and protection of the Philippine 
people and their elevation and advance- 
ment to a position among the civilized 
peoples of the world.' 


"Compare this wjth the language used 


by the queen in her proclamation to the 
people of India th 1866, when ahe said 
'We hold ourselves bound to the native? 
of our Indian territory by the same obli- 
gations of duty which bind us to oui 
other subjects,' and 'In their prosperity 
will be our strength, in their content- 
ment our security, and in their gratitude 
»ur best reward.' 


A Tropical Forect. 


Its giant oaks, chestnuts and magno- 


lias are thickly draped with moss and 
wreaths of aerial orchids, ferns and 
festooning climbers and parasitic plants, 
which hang in great tufts and pendants, 
waving over tho blue hydrangeas of the 
undergrowth. Some of the branches of 
these trees age perfect gardens in them- 
selves. 
Ju the soft drapery of moist 


moss that thickly clothes their branches 
arid in the beds of fine mold from the

Here in its home 
it is a forest monarch over 80 feet high, 
and its huge flowers, like those of tho 
cotton tree below, appear curiously on 
its bare branches before it leaves White , 
magnolias also abound, scenting the 
air with their fiagrance. 
Dcficately 


pink hydrangeas 18 to 90 feet high are 
common, and ferns are so numerous that 
over 60 species may be found along tbis 
forest road within a few miles.—."Trav- 
els in the Himalayas." 


"The test ought to be pot whether the 


issue has been presented before, 
but 


whether the position £aken is right. If 
the gold standard, was unmerited in 
1896 it is unmerited now.

nance was a detriment to the interests 
of the people of this country then it is a 
detriment now. . If in 1896 it was so 
hurtful that the .Republicans promised

in favor of the guantative theory of 
money. 


"Bimetallists have, contended that 


times will be made better by the return 
of the double standard, and by the in-1 
creased supply of standard money thus 
furnished for. the business of the coun- 
try. 
While it is unnecessary to discuss 


the question of ratio until some other 
ratio is proposed, it may not be out of 
place to suggest that 16 to 1, being the 
ratio at which the present gold and 
silver coins circulate, is the 
natural 


ratio at which the mints should be re- 
opened. 
To increase the" ratio by in- 


creasing the size- ot the silver dollar 
would necessitate the recoinage of our 
present silver dollars into a less number 
of dollars, and the increase of the ratio 
made throughout the world would re- 
sult in a large decrease in the volume 
of standard money, and since the value 
of a dollar depends on the number of 
dollars such a change will necessarily 
increase the purchasing ppwer of a dol- 
lar, and increase the burden of its debts 
It would be equivalent to. a transfer by 
legislation of a va»t amount of wealth 
from the producing classes to the money 
owning classes.

This is the advice of Harry Middleton, 
a volunteer assistant engineer in the 
navy, who served under Dewey and re- 
contly retained to Washington. Mr. 
Muldlcton does not expect to be in the 
Dnited States, any longer than the time 
which will be required for him to make 
the necessary arrangements to set him- 
self up in business in the Philippines. 
What Mr. Middleton wants to do ia to 
start a sawmill near Manila. 


Mr. Middleton is convinced that there 


will be big money in the proper kind of 
sawmill near Manila. 
He is equally 


copvinded that there will be big monejf 
in hundreds of other enterprises for 
which tilt, condition? and resources of 
the Philippines afford peculiar advan- 
tages, S(Jr. Middleton says be has never 
Been finer woods than are to be found on 
the island of trazon.-Tuey grow, too, in 
the greatest abundance. Theipahogany 
is equal to any to be found in South 
America and can be had In great quan- 
tities. Natives paddling along the rivers 
in mahogany dugouts are a common 
sight. 


Enterprise of any kind was pot possi- 


ble under the corrupt Spanish rule. ^ 
man who undertook to eat up any busi- 
ness—such, for instance, as a sawmill 
—was so heavily taxed by the unprin- 
cipled Spanish officials that he fonnd it 
impossible to operate at a, profit. Enter- 
prise was thoroughly discouraged. As a 
consequence the natural wealth of the 
islands remained practically untouched. 
It is doubtful if the Spaniards appre- 
ciated the eztent of this wealth. If 
they did, it is certain they never real- 
ized on it. But if the Spaniards were 
blinded to the riches which lay every- 
where about them in the Philippines, 
the Germans and the English who vis- 
ited the country, Mr. Middleton says, 
were not. They appreciate fully the 
possibilities of this wonderful country 
and are now waiting anxiously for the 
moment when conditions in the islands 
will be of such insured stability that 
they will feel warranted in starting up 
various enterprises for the inauguration 
of which they have practically made 
all their arrangements. Aa there is to 
be an open door in the Philippines the 
English and Germans will have as fa- 
vorable conditions under which to oper- 
ate as the Americans, and if they get 
their enterprises started first they will 
have an unquestionable Advantage. It 
is to this danger Mr. Middleton, in dis- 
cussing business prospects in the Philip- 
pines the other day, sajd he desired to 
call the attention of the American man- 
ufacturers, Mr. Middletoa said that 
when he left Manila there were 20 
American miners there who were ready 
to start out for the mountain* to dig 
for gold as soon as conditions quieted 
down. These mep had, made trips out 
into the interior before the break with 
the insurgents occurred 
and had 


brought back some magnificent speci- 
mens of gold ore. They were all of the 
opinion from the finds they had made 
and the observations 'they had taken 
that Luzon would rival California, Col- 
orado and the Klondike in gold produc- 
tion. 


Chief Clerk William C. FQ* of the 


bureau of American republics, who has 
been a consul to Germany and the far 
east, said that Mr. Middleton's warn- 
ing to-American manufacturers not ta be 
caught napping in the Philippines was 
a most timely ope, Q-Tbe orientals, he 
said, were a peof liav people in many 
ways. Ofla of their peculiarities was 
that when they once started to bay an 
article of a certain kind it waa. almost 
impossible for a business man ta secure 
their trade, even when be offered them 
a better article of the same kind. To 
illustrate, Mr. For cited an incident 
which came under his observation when 
be was a consul to Germany, A certain 
European trader doing.busicejs in China 
had put a brand of matches known as 
the "elephant" T>rand on tne Chinese 
market. On each box of matches there 
was printed the imagQ of ail elephant. 
This caught the fancy of th'e Chinese, 
and the trader in the "elephant" brand 
of matches did an immense business. 
A Hamburg manufacturer, desiring to 
cut in on this business, got out a much 
better brand of matches' an'd put them 
on the Chinese market at the same price 
as the "elephant" brand. 5«t the boxes 
did not have the imaga of the elephant 
on them and the Chinese let them alone. 
The manufacturer did everything ponsi- 
ble to pnah the sale of the'higher grade 
matches, but all his efforts were useless. 
The Chinese would have none but the 
"elephant." brand. 
When tye became 


convinced of this, tb,e Hamburg manu- 
facturer went to the factory where the 
"elephant" brand of matches was being 
turned out for the Chinese market. He 
ascertained that the merchant who was 
ordering them had made a contract 
with the firm to furnish them to him 
for only one year. The Hamburg Inan 
offered to make a three years' contract 
with him at an" Increased "price. The 
manufacture)- accepted, and for the 
next three years-the Hamburg manu- 
facturer of matches sold ih the Chinese 
market matches; made by another man- 
ufacturer simply,'because that brand 
had been first introduced, among the 
Chinese, -had caught their fancy and no 
inducement 
whjch, a' business man 


could make was gnfjjicisnt to estrange 
their trade.—St. Lonis Globe-Democrat.

An English writer wlio has evidently

economy.

tbe course dinner of the French people 
most unsatisfactory and far from ap- 
petizing. "It has been said,'' he quotes, 
"that a French housekeeper will serve a 
grilled chicken foot, making it a sub- 
stantial couiae." This he deniee—not 
the service, but the substantial part 
of it 


Aa to the soup of the provincial 


French home, he asserts it is not a 
thing to be described by the uninitiated, 
and it is certainly not meant for a deli- 
cate palate. It tastes like hot water in 
which quantities of cabbage have been 
boiled. "Then, "he goes on to affirm, 
"the only dish of meat will often con- 
sist of that which has been used in tbe 
making of tbe soup." 


This testimony is borne out by Amer- 


ican travelers, wbo get very tired of 
fconp meat as a dinner dish. For the 
flavoring and finishing of a dish tho 
French are doubtless unsurpassed, but 
the allegation tbat the gauce is made 
more important than tbe substantial 
awl that the garnishing takes prece- 
dence over tbe dish it surrounds is not 
without considerable foundation. The 
well known stay of the French cook 
wbo won a wager by serving a boot 
heel scraped and stewed and simmered 
and finally served with an entrancing 
sauce is a good illustration of much 
French cooking.

A strange story has been reported to 


the Canadian nilltia headquarters at 
Tort Selkirk of how the Chilkat In- 
dians, near that post, attempted to kill 
a prospector on the MacMillan river. 
Behind the attempt on the miner's life 
there is a singular adventure. It is said 
that one of tha medicine men of the 
Chilkats told the tribe that not until 
they had secured a white chief would 
tbe tribe cease to degenerate. 


Accordingly several of the-chiefs held 


a powwow, and it was decided to nj- 
and get one of the prospectors in the 
vicinity to-accept the position of "hyas 
tyee'^of the once powerful and warlike 
tribe. One Robert Stanton of Indiana, 
who has for several years boon prospect- 
ing thefilacMillan country with indif- 
ferent success, was appointed and offered 
the position. Stanton spurned the hon- 
or. Altered and hurt, the Ohilkat chiefs 
left him, and he thought no more of tha 
incident.

Have ready some fresh boiled 
potatoes, mashed; to one cup of fish add 
two cups of potato seasoned, mix well 
together, and bake until brown.

CHOCOLATE PUDDING. 


One quart of milk, one egg, four level 


tablespoonfuls of corn starch, six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, three tablespoonfuls 
of grated chocolate. Heat the milk to 
toiling point, dissolve the cornstarch in 
a little cold milk, stirring it free from 
lumps, then add the grated chocolate, 
beaten egg and sugar, and after mixing

WATERMELON PUDDINOK 


Scald one pint of milk In a double bofi- 


er; acid torn o?.e cupful of .sugar ai d sur 
until dissoh ed. Pour this over one-half 
of a box of gelatine which hf.s been 
soaking in one-half cupfu! of colS water. 
When cool flavor with vanilla and pour 
one-half of a cupful of the mixture into 
a \\ etted melon mold. Keep the re- 
mainder where it will not stiffen. When 
the portion in the mold is firm set on it 
a smaller mold or dish partly filled with 
cold water, and fill m the space betneen 
the two molds and set away to harden. 
From the remainder take two tablespoon- 
fuls and color a dark brawn with a little 
melted chocolate. Color the larger por- 
tion with a fruit red coloring- so as to 
'resemble the reel portion of a melon, and 
set where it will slightly thicken. "O'hen 
the white part Is firm, diip out the cold 
water in the little mold and pour in 
enough hot water to loosen and remove 
the dish. In tiie center put the red por- 
tion, dropping into it here and there 
specks of the e>"V'<ilate mixture to repre- 
sent seeds. Set away until firm, then 
turn out on a platter. Soak one-quarter 
of a. box of gelatine in one-half of a cup 
of cold milk and set over hot water un- 
til dissolved. With a little spinach or 
green coloring color it a bright green 
and add a few drops of var.illa. When 
cold carefully pour it .over the pudding, 
using a teaspoon so as to coat it evenly. 
When it is set trim off any which may 
have run over the platter and surround 
the base with whipped cream. This is a 
very pretty looking dish and is not 
nearly so troublesome to make as the di- 
rections would imply.

BANANA SHORTCAKE. 


Into three cups of sifted flour rub two 


tablespoonfuls of butter; add one-half 
oi a teaspocnful of salt, one teaspoonful 
of sugar and two teasipoonfuls of bak.ng 
powder. Mix to a soft dough with cold 
milk and bake In two layers. Grate one- 
half of the peel of an orange, then cut 
It in half, crosswise, and sooop out the 
pulp; rut) four bananas through a sieve, 
. add to this the orange rind and pulp and 
one cupful of sugar. Lastly stir in one- 
half of a cupful of thick cream, beaten 
stiff, and spread between and over tlhe 
cakes. Serve with sweet cream or cust- 
ard- 


then turn at once into a well-greased 
baking pan; 
the pan .-uuuld be four 


Inches wide,'four deep, .tnd eight inches 
long. Do not knead the dough, or beat it. 
After the dough has been turned Into the 
pan, smooth the top with a knife dipped 
into melted butter, and bake at once in a 
rno'derate "oven, one hour. As soon as 
baked, remove from the pan, sprinkle 
with water, and wrap in a bread cloth 
until cold. This will make one loaf, is 
very wholesome, and is especially recom- 
mended to those of w eak digestion.

There ai'e .several experts employed 


by the government to inspect the cur- 
rency ottered for redemption. 
In fact, 


every person eiuployed in the bureau is 
in socue degree an .expert, because each 
one of them fane to pass on the genuine- 
ness of the money presented for re- 
demption, and this is a difficult task. 
Remember that this money conies to 
the tieasnry. as a rule, only when it is 
so badly worn that it will not pass cur- 
rent 
This dirty, torn, greasy, ragged 


money the experts have to handle and 
decide whether it was issued by the 
government and should be redeemed at 
its face value or whether it is the work 
of counterfeiters and should be rejected. 
It is< not at all to the discredit of the 
experts of the bureau that some bogus 
money has got past tbeai and been de- 
tected in one of the offices to which the 
pieces of the money go for further ex- 
amination. This does not occur often. 


The peculiar province of one expert 


is not to detect bad money—though 
ehe ie an expert at that—-but to put to- 
gether torn pieces of money sent in for 
identification and redemption 
Thesa 


pieces of money come from all parts of 
the country and arrive under most ex- 
traordinary conditions. This ia not sur- 
prising in view of the fact that they 
come from experiences with fire and 
water and gastric juices and many oth- 
er powerful agents 
A not infrequent 


accident to money is to be left in a 
stove, whence it is taken in a badly 
charred condition, with only ashes to 
represent the greater part of it. 
Often 


it is used by rats to make their nests, 
or. buried in the dampness of a cellar, it 
rots away, or, swallowed by a cow, it is 
rescued from her stomach a slimy mass 
of paper 


Here are the rules of the treasury for 


the redemption of mutilated money 
For a piece of currency greater than 
iwo-fifths and less than three-fifths of 
the original note one-half the face valua 
of tbe note is given 
For a piece as 


great as three-fifths the whole value of 
the note is given. For a piece two-fifths 
in size of the original nothing is given. 
But this last prqpision is limited by the 
law, which gives discretion to fhe treas- 
ury department to give full value for a 
note if the owner can prove to the satis- 
faction of the authorities that the note, 
or the missing part of it, was destroyed. 
This last provision opens the door to 
possible fraud, and many are the efforts 
made by dishonest persons to take ad- 
vantage of it. 


The fragments of money which come 


to the treasury are turned over to one 
of the experts and sorted out nnder the 
miscroscope for identification. They are 
picked apart, and each tiny piece is as- 
signed to its place like a part of a puz- 
zle 
This is usually done on glass, and 


the fragments are eventually put be- 
tween pieces of glass to hold them to- 
gether while they are measured to see 
whether there is two-fifths or three- 
fifths of the note identifiable or whether 
it is so little that the owner can recover 
nothing Sometimes it is a very serious 
matter to the owner, but the poor are 
not the only applicants for assistance 
to recover damaged money. At the time 
W K. Vanderbilt's beautiful home at 
Newport was burned Mrs. Vanderbilt 
sent in about $1,000 in mutilated cur- 
rency, out of which the expert was able 
to identify for redemption all bnt a 
fraction of the sum. 


It it is not alone mutilated money 


that comes to the treasury, bnt dirty 
and worn money of all kinds, to the ex- 
tent of nearly $500,000,000 a year. 


Sometimes counterfeits get past the 


experts in this bureau and are caught 
in the other bureaus to which tbe halves 
are sent when the packages of old notes 
have gone under the knife and been di- 
vided up for counting and identification 
before they are destroyed 
But this is 


not the most frequent form of attempt- 
ed fraud 
The mutilated money offers 


the easiest path to this sort of crime.

thieves are interesting 
One man in 


Kansas sent to the treasury the halves 
of some small bills with the edges nice- 
ly charred, accompanied by an affidavit 
from the sender that he had put the 
money in bi8 pocket, hung his coat on 
a fence and that the coat bad been 
burned, to tbe destruction of part of 
the notes. It happened that the treasury 
had redeemed the other halves of these 
notes just two and a half years before 
for a money broker on tbe Bowery, in 
New York. and. thinking the case sus- 
picious, had kept an eye out for the 
possibility of attempted frand. 
The 


Kansas man was a person of good busi- 
ness standing, and his bankers threat- 
ened the treasury officials with dismissal 
if they questioned his affidavit 
They 


put the case in the hands of tbe depart- 
ment of justice, and eventually the 
man pleaded guilty and was fined $1,- 
000 


A bank in Alabama received from a 


depositor a fragment of a $10 bill, and 
the treasury people paid f5 for it. 
Later came a claim accompanied by the 
other part of the bill, a little charred, 
with an affidavit saying the sender bad 
burned the remainder of the note by 
mistake. 
. A Chicago man sent in fragments of 
two $'20 bills and one $10 bill with an 
affidavit tellipg bow the other halves 
had been destroyed, and in the same 
mail tbe other halves of these notes 
came in from a Chicago 'bank 
A spe- 


cial agent caught the maker of the affi- 
davit who proved to be the tool of 
some swindlers, snd he was sent to 
prison for a year and a bait —Wash- 
ington Star.

To Remov^ Grease From Clothes. 
To remove grease spots from woolen

COLORED BUTTERINE TABOOED, 


Oleomargarine Cases Filed Away. Far- 


mers Petition for Merchants. 


There will be no colored oleomargar- 


ine sold in this city after this, if the 
cases against the merchants as re- 
ported some time ago are effective. The 
cases were all brought .up in court this 
morning', and evidence was introduced 
to show that the merchants had kept 
for sale oleomargarine in which color- 
ing matter had been used. 


Lawyer Niles, who appeared for the 


merchants, did not attempt to dis- 
pute the evidence, which the mer- 
chants accepted, but made his argu- 
ment on the point that the dealers had 
n.ot 
known that they were violating 


the law in keeping the colored article. 
They bought the"oleomargarine from 
wholesalers, and sold it just as it was 
bought, the coloring matter being put 
in during the making of the article. 


The merchants have been very care- 


ful in conforming with the law as they 
understood, and the law against color- 
ing matter was very little known. 


A petition was introduced from the 


six farmers who had made the first 
complaint, setting forth that the pe- 
titioners thought that the object of the 
law W..-S already accomplished, 
and 


therefoie requesting that the cases be 
filed away.
